(Choice Uncirculated) - A lovely uncirculated 
item, having only a hint of aging or unevenness of the margins, 
face or back, or narrow margins which take it out of the “Gem” 


class. 


UNC. (Uncirculated) - As made or issued, but margins may be 
poor, the item lightly aged, with border trimming. 


CHOICE AU (Choice Almost Uncirculated) - Essentially a mis- 
handled uncirculated item with deficiencies like a corner fold, 


teller counting smudge or count wrinkling. 


AU (Almost Uncirculated) - There is one fold, a teller counting 


smudge or counting wrinkling present. 


EF (Extremely Fine) - An item which may, at first glance, look 
uncirculated, but which has several petty folds, or a hard crease 
down the center perhaps with corner folds. Crisp, bright, vivid 


and pleasing, the paper as made, permitting. 


VE (Very Fine) - Typically an item marked by moderate 
quarterfolds with perhaps a few other signs of handling. Should

Legendary "Original" 1861 Confederate Cent, NGC MS62. 


An Extraordinary Opporunity for the Confederate Enthusiast 


The story of the 1861 Confederate Cent is well known in the numismatic community, it does however, deserve notation that 
while much of the story is certainly based in truth, other portions, many of which came from a 1908 ANA presentation by 
John Haseltine, are perhaps embellishments and have become a portion of popular folklore. As the story goes, in early 1861 
the Confederate States of America was exploring the possibility of a national coinage. We know now that circulating coinage 
never became a reality largely due in part to the South's.inabilityto.obtain the metal necessary. However, at the time and 
as part of this process, an official within the Confederacy contracted with Bailey and.Company (later Bailey, Banks, and Bid- 
dle), who were prominent jewelers in Philadelphia, to render a pattern for the new nation's circulating coinage. Bailey and 
Company then commissioned Robert Lovett, Jr. to bring the cent to fruition, Lovett was a logical choice, being a local die 
cutter with extensive experience in making medals and tokens. Lovett, who had an office at 200 South 5th Street, then made 
the cent, using design elements similar to. those he had employed on other tokens of the era. An attractive representation 
of Liberty was the focus’of the obyerse with the date and "Confederate States of America” around the legend. The reverse 
had a wreath composed of southern agricultural products, with a bale of cotton at the base of the wreath and an incuse L 
at the bottom right to serve as Lovett's signature. ONE CENT rounded out the reverse design and sat in the center within 
the wreath. Lovett struck 12 copies in the standard cent composition of the era, copper-nickel. After having struck the 
twelve examples, he became weary of the project and feared recourse from the Union for aiding the Confederacy. To ease 
his fears, Lovett buried the coins and the dies in his basement. For over a decade, Lovett kept his Confederate treasures 
a secret, telling no-one of their existence. At one point however, Lovett's desire to conceal must have waned and he de- 
cided to begin carrying one of the twelve cents as a pocket piece. 


Sometime in.1873, presumably after a night of drinking, Lovett spent his pocket piece at a Philadelphia bar. The bartender, 
later recognizing the unusual design of the cent, asked Edward Maris, a numismatist he had befriended, to help identify 
what he had been given-by Lovett. Word eventually got around to John W. Haseltine, another prominent name in later 
19th century numismatics, and after much conjecture, Haseltine procured the dies and 10 copies of the cent from Lovett. 
Presumably onevof the original 12 had been lost and as we are told, the other piece went to pay a bar tab. Haseltine then 
formulated plans with his business partner, J. Colvin Randall, to make re-strikes from the original dies for the general pub- 
lic. Later in 1873, Haseltine followed through with his plans, striking 12 copies in silver, 7 in gold, and 55.in copper, with 
the die shattering after the 55th copper striking. According to Haseltine, none were struck in the original copper-nickel alloy 
to preserve the integrity of the original pieces. By April of 1873, Haseltine had sold 6 of the 10 originals that he had pur- 
chased from Lovett. The sale of the remaining examples are undocumented. 


The present example, much like the majority of the handful of surviving examples, shows dark coloration around the rims 
with lighter patina in the centers. An explanation for this peculiar peripheral patina deserves exploring, as again, numer- 
ous surviving examples have attained.a similar "look." Specifically, the surfaces are darkened around both the obverse and 
reverse legends with micro-granularity apparent upon close inspection, To explain this, as the story mentions, Lovett 
feared recourse from the Union and buried the-coins in his basement. While*"buried" is not likely meant literally, it is more 
likely that they were kept ina wooden cabinet, which gives two critical insights. First, basements of the era in the Philadel- 
phia area were typically underground or split level, often times with window or glass access to street level. As such, they 
remained quite humid and were subject to flooding. Additionally, wood contains sulphur, which an oxidant for several 
metals. That said, the combination of being stored in a humid basement, on wood, for over a decade explains the col- 
oration. Obviously, their placement on the wood would account for variances, with coins that were stacked or laid on oth- 
ers showing less distinct patina. The centers, as previously mentioned, are lightly toned with blushes of pumpkin, sky-blue, 
and golden-yellow. Reflectivity is confirmed in the fields where this veil of light patina sits. As one would expect from an 
original striking, the execution was perfect, with full definition in all the central devices and along the legends. Also, no 
die cracks are visible, nor is there any re-cutting or doubling of the design. Surface marks remain minimal with no distrac- 
tions visible without magnification. Overall, the look is quite spectacular and represents a rare opportunity for the Con- 
federate enthusiast to obtain the only coinage designed specifically for the Confederacy. While the original Confederate 
Half Dollar's rarity and likely seven figure price in today's market are points of reference, the fact is that the famous and 
rare half is a melding of a "Union" die and a "Confederate" die. It could be defensibly argued that the Confederate Cent is 
the only true and ultimate numismatic artifact from a country that never grew out of its infancy.

An intriguing Confederate States of America 
relic, with an original production of 500 pieces. J.W. Scott struck these examples after purchasing the dies from coin dealer 
Ebenezer Locke Mason, who in turn obtained it from Dr. B. F. Taylor who was the chief coiner at the New Orleans Mint dur- 
ing 1861 when the four original half dollars were produced. After obtaining the dies, Scott shaved off the reverse side of 
the 1861-O halves he had obtained, and overstruck them with his newly acquired Confederate die. The end product showed 
a standard production half from the Union with a shielded Liberty on the obverse with 13 stars to symbolize the thirteen 
colonies from which they came and on the reverse, as best described from written correspondence from Taylor, “there is a 
shield with seven stars, representing the seceding States; above the shield is a liberty-cap, and entwined around it stalks 
of sugar cane and cotton, “Confederate State of America.” While these items were apparently not popular when originally 
produced, they have gained much appeal over the years from Civil War historians and collectors who can’t afford one of 
the rarely offered originals. The obverse of the present example shows the typical waviness in the fields from the uniface 
strike with minor abrasions in the fields and light golden patina that intensifies towards the edges. The reverse is well struck 
with bold definition and incandescent luster in the fields. As is on the obverse, minor ticks exist with hints of mottled 
patina in the centers and heavier patination around the rims. A significant opportunity that will surely be met with great 
enthusiasm. (photo) Est.
